The 
annfcwncement of the full victory of 
Santiago is looked for by tonight. 


A dispatch that came from Dewey 


dated Cavlte, Jun* 27, reported that con- 
ditions remain practigally unchanged, 
but did not record the arrival of his re- 
inforcements. Se had other matters of 
Interest to communicate, but they could 
not be made public at present For one 
thing it can be stated .that Dewey has 
been particular to avoid committing his 
government to any lin« of action re- 
specting the future oT-'the Philippines 
or to do anything that would embarrasa 
General Merritt is framing a policy to 
meet the needs of the case when ha ar- 
rives.

Word* That Serve to Show tbe Haunt o» 


MIB Characteristic ot the Plant. 


Thai* is many a flower's name that 


gives us a quaint bit of history or folklore 
or flashes upon us a charming glimpse of 
its haunts and associates. Saxifrage, for 
instance, or stone breaker, brings up viv- 
idly a picture of tho places—the gray 
clefts or crevices of the rooks—where \vo 
2nd its uiodesfc wbito flowor. Rosonuwry, 
named from the Latin words meaning dew 
or spray of sea, tells us of salt sea marshes 
sprinkled with tho pnle purple blooms. 
Most of our authorities derive tho marigold 
from''Maiy's gold," and it is so named 
in a herbal, or book about plants, of the 
sixteenth century. 


Other names give some striking charac- 


teristic of tho pl«vnt itself, as phlox, signi- 
fying flame, from its glowing muss of col- 
or, and tho aneinono is the windflower, 
swaying, dancing, bending at every breath 
of the wind. Pliny tells a pretty story 
that its bads open at the wind's call. The 
woodbine, or woodbind, Is named from 
its clinging growth. Shakespeare seems 
fond of tho woodbine and makas Beatrice 
hide herself in a "woodbine coaverture." 
Plantain and planatree are from a word 
meaning broad, and tulip is derived from 
the eastern word for turban, its silken tex- 
ture and gavly colored stripes suggesting 
the oriental covering for the head. 


The gladiolus (little sword) is so called 


probably from its sharp, sword shaped 
leaves, and the eglantine (diminutive of 
the French aiguille) from its piercing, 
needlelike thoras. Coooannt is from the 
Spanish coco, or bugbear, descriptive of 
the queer, impish little face at the base ol 
the hairy nut. Nasturtium, which means 
"noee twister," gives a picture of the per- 
son smfilUng tbe blossom and involunta- 
rily contorting his features from tho sting- 
ing and pungent odor. Fink introduces 
us to a group of words that at first sight 
seem very oddly ill matched, for this dain- 
tily edged flower gets its name pink from 
tbe Dutch varb pinfcen, to pick out with a 
sharp instrument, as a border is pinked in 
notched scallops for decoration. Charming 
pictures asre given by the "sundew," with 
its sparkling leaves; "the daisie, or else 
the aye of the day," as Chaucer calls it, 
from its habit of opening at dawn, and 
tbe asters are the "stars" of tbe field. 


Tbe exquisite bluo speedwell and tie 


beckoning sprays of traveler's joy seem to 
fling ua greetings from meadow and hedge- 
row. Tbe bright Jtttle heartsease preaches 
content, and there is a sort of moral in 
tbe rough brushwood and tangled vines 
(labrnsoa) and tbe kindred adjective 
brusque. The old word teaeen meant to 
card wool, and hence we get both "tease," 
which, is a rubbing up the fur In a wrong 
direction, fa* apeak, figuratively, a^TX—U, 
a prickly, thistlelrke plant whose flower 
beads, when dry, are sometimes used for 
raising tbe nap on woolen cloth.-—EU» ff 
Mosbr in Sk Nicholas.

HOW OFFICERS OF UNCLE SAM'S NEW 


ARMY HAVE BEEN APPOINTED. 


The President and Secretary of War Could 


Not Know Them All, and the Advice of 
Congressmen Htu Been Sought—Rough 
Blden—The Japanese. 


NEW YOUK, July S.—[Special.]—In con- 


versation with a number of New Yorkers 
a gontleiunn who undoubtedly stands very 
near to tho war department at Washing- 
ton said today, though quito unofficially, 
that the criticisms mailo on tho appoint- 
ments of ollieors in tho new United States 
army nro perhaps moro unjust thuu any 
other criticisms lit pivsent uiloat. 


"If you will only follow my analysis of 


the situation with me," said this man, 
'•you will see that I amright. Tho popu- 
lation of tho United States is 70,000,000 
or thereabouts. 
I am sure It i<= no oxag- 


gt'ruiiuu to .say that 10 por royioi this 
enormous number of human be' igs, or 
7,000,000 persons, want somethto^; from 
the government. 
Ton per cent of thiq 


latter number, or 700,000, want it bad 
enough to ask for it. How large a per 
cent of tho 700,000 havo asked for good 
things in tho army I don't know, but it 
is very largo—largo enough to require BIX 
figures at least. 


"It would of course be impossible for 


Secretary Alger or President McKinlcy, or 
both of them, to know all these applicants 
well ouough to say who should and who 
should not bo appointed. It, would be a 
pnysical impossibility for them personally 
to make satisfactory examinations into 
tho record and character of tho applicants 
Cither. Indeed this could not have been 
done had tho entire cabinet taken it up 
and done nothing elso in tho meantime. 
In point of fact, there was only ono way 
to make the appointments, ami that way 
was adopted as a matter of course. 


It Ban Rented With tho Congressmen. 
"I hardly need say, I suppose, that the 


advice and assistance of the members of 
tho upper and lower houses of congress 
had to be called in. 
Mr. Jones from tho 


state of So-and-so would of course know 
about Jjhe qualifications of the aspirants 
from nis state, or at least from his dis- 
trict. Mr. Smith from the nest state 
would know about the applicants from his 
state, and so on. 


"Of course there have been individual 


applicants, and many of them who were 
known to Mr. McKinlcy or Mr. Alger, and 
many such have been appointed on tho 
strength of their standing with the presi- 
dent or the secretary. But in the main 
tho senators and representatives, regard- 
less of politics, have been consulted, and 
to each state has been allotted such a per- 
centage of the total number of appoint- 
ments aa ifc would naturally be entitled 
to on the basis of popxilatiop. So, you see, 
that if mistakes have been made the blame 
for them should not rest altogether on the 
shoulders of Mr. McKinloy and Mr. Alger. 
I do not want to be understood as sug- 
gesting that either of thc=;c gentlemen 
wishes to shirk ono whit of responsibility. 
On the contrary, neither has over taken 
tho time, so far as I know, seriously to 
consider what has been printed concern- 
ing the personnel of the newly made offi- 
cers. They do not think probably that 
every ono of these ig a Grant or a Sheri- 
dan or a Ouster, but they do think that in 
the circumstances, which have presented 
unparalleled difficulties, a remarkably effi- 
cient list of officers has boon got together, 
and tho mass of the people agree with 
them, I am sure, that so far the deeds of 
these officers have justified this thought. 
From generals down the officers of the 
new United States army have shown brav- 
ery and judgniont. 


Roosevelt's Rough Riders. 


"There has been some criticism of what 


has been termed the impetuosity of Colo- 
nel TVood, Lieutenant Colonel Eoosevelt 
and the rough riders at tho battle of Se- 
villa, when so many intrepid Americans 
were struck down. It has been said that 
had more-caution boon exercised some of 
the precious lives there lost might have 
been saved, and that the advance was too 
precipitate. 
Maybe so, but it should not 


be unnoted that Wood, Koosevelt, the men 
who were killed and the men who survived 
at Sevilla all gave the world an object les- 
son in American bravery that will not 
soon be effaced from the tablets of history, 
that, although tho ranks of the advancing 
forces were decimated and that retreat in 
such circumstances would be justified by 
the severest requirements of war, they 
continued to advance, and ifc was this 
steady pressing forward that scared tho 
Vastly more numerous Spaniards into an 
ignominious retreat, that wou the day for 
tho cause of liberty and tbe republic 
against the cause of tho most despicablo 
monarchy and the worst system of so 
called civilized government on the face of 
tho earth. 


"By their reckless daring tho rough 


riders set an example to the ronminder of 
our armies which will undoubtedly tend 
to l}ft too standard of bravery, of persist- 
ence and df energy among our men to a 
higher level than might otherwise ha,vo 
been reached. At the same time tho fatali- 
ties came so rapidly and were so numerous 
as to instill a much needed lesson of cau- 
tion, of judicial deliberation, that Should 
not, 
must not bo overlooked in future 


operations." 


The Japanese Question. 


I mot an American today who has been 


doing a mercantile business in Japan for j 
a number of years, and ho said a few 
things about the Yankees of the Orient 
that, if true, should bo fully understood 
by tbe citizens of this republic. 


"I'd rather not be quoted,"he said in 


effect, "sinoe I'm going back to Japan to 
close out uiy business as best I can nest 
fall, but it is a fact that tho Japanese aro 
by a long way the most untrustworthy na- 
tion in business on tho face of the globe. 
Nest year, when the laws for trying all 
suits between Japs and foreigners in tho 
native instead of the consular courts will be 
enforced, tho business of Americans, Eng- 
lishmen, Germans—in fact, all foreigners 
—will speedily bo frozen out. The trouble 
has all arisen from a treaty made by 
England with Japan some years ago, 
Which all occidental nations, with the 
possible exception of Austria, have since 
followed to the letter. 


"Under tno new conditions the little 


brown men of tho Sunrise Empire will 
have us all completely at their mercy, and 
there wia oe lew IIHICUU among the wfiice 
business men of Japan who will be able 
to remain there. I fear that I shall myself 
be wiped out, and I am sure that some 
millions of American capital will be abso- 
lutely swallowed Up. The fact is that the 
Japs and their nature are only partially 
understood to the Occident aa yet, and 
that > totally different course must \>o 
adopted in dealing with, them iu futuiw if 
our trade relations are to be satisfactorily 
maintained."

Strength possessed by the two armies 
struggling against each other for the 
occupancy of Santiago they will be 
found evenly matched in some re- 
spects,

the 


Spanish have the advantage. In point 
of numbers there is little difference 
between General Shafter's army and 
That of General Linares, and in fight- 
ing ability the desperate struggle of 
Friday shows the Spanish soldiers-to be 
terrific fighters. 


Other things being equal, however, 


the Spaniards have a great advantage 
in being on the defensive and in pos- 
session of familar ground. They are 
thoroughly acclimated and armed with 
supeiior weapons. They are strongly 
entrenched behind fortifications. 


In one point, however, the Americans 


are very superior to their adversaries. 
It is shown in the fight thus far. In 
spite of all the advantages which the 
Spaniards command, a speedy, al- 
though dearly blood-bought, victory at 
Santiago is certain. The superiority of 
the Americans is one of character. It 
is inherent and can neither be taken 
from them nor acquired by their op- 
ponents. It is the quality of energy 
armed with which the armies and nav- 
ies of the United States may be de- 
pended upon to worst their adversaries 
in every trial of strength and strategy. 


The mere fact that the troops have 


advanced upon Santiago, literally cut 
their way through Spanish lines and 
ambuscades, is sufficient proof of the 
difference between American "push" 
and 
Spanish 
inertia. 
American 


energy is back of the columns of the 
the American soldiery now fighting 
their way through the fortifications of 
Santiago. 


THE BLOCKADE EXTENDED, 


Surgeon General 
Sternbergr'a con- 


signment of a million quinine pills to 
Santiago is technical evidence that the 
campaign In eastern Cuba is to bo a 
very bitter one. 


Even high-ranking army officers 


have to realize that there are higher 
degrees in the grade. General Merrltt 
did not want to go to the Philippines. 
but he had to. Gen. Miles wants to go 
to Santiago, but the president doesn't 
want him to. 


Congress has done very well, but 


Mother Hobson's tribute to her noble 
son still remains the flnest thing that 
has been said of the brave young offi- 
cer. "To us,^nearest and dearest, to 
him," she wrote to a friend, "it took 
no Santiago to proclaim him a hero." 


Europe is learning lessons from our 


war with Spain. Even the Kaiser com- 
mends our transportation and success- 
ful disembarkment of Shafter's army 
on a not easily accessible, to say noth- 
ing of the hostile coast, near Santiago. 
Military men are keen to know how 
our rifled mortars will work at batter- 
ins uowu loriuioacioiis. 


A little bluff is always in order. Be- 


sides, it is interesting and *'ives zest 
to the affairs to which the bluff re- 
lates. The Spaniards are making a 
bluff with their fleet now at Port Said. 
And now the naval board of strategy 
at Washington gives a counter bluff 
with a flying squadron that will be 
large and strong enough to :neet all 
requirements of a dash on Spain. 


The Republicans of Vermont touched 


the question of Spanish territory grow- 
ing out of the present war in a manner 
to be commended. One of the planks 
of the platform was as follows: "We 
are opposed to theresurrenderto Span- 
ish misrule of any territory -nhich. the 
valor of our army and navy has res- 
cued or may hereafter rescue from the 
hands of the enemy, and we have an 
abiding confidence that a Republican 
president and congress will so shape 
the future of such territory as best to 
promote the welfare of its inhabitants 
and the true glory of our country." 


Fate seems to have been unkind, in- 


deed, to the men of Col. Torrey's regi- 
ment of rough riders, who were killed 
in a railroad wreck while on their way 
to the seat of war. To have gone 
forth on a patriotic duty, with high 
hopes of earning renown on the hill- 
sides of Cuba, fighting under the stars 
and stripes for the highest human in- 
terests, or at least of meeting a heroic 
death and filling a soldier's grave, and 
then to have one's life crushed out in 
a prosaic railroad accident is a most 
untimely lot. Tet the men of the 
United States volunteer cavalry who 
were killed or wounded at Tupelo were 
just as surely sacrificed m the service 
of their country as though they had 
fallen under fire of the enemy. 


Pure and Sure." 


Tinder the president's order extend- 


ing the blockade to all ports of Cuba 
and to San Juan, of Porto Rico, a stop 
will be put to the forwarding of sup- 
plies to Blanco at Havana, Criticism 
of the effectiveness of the blockade 
v.-ill be silenced at the same time be- 
cause the extended blockade will shut 
out from all Cuban ports the little 
steamers which have been doing a 
good business without Interference. 


In the future the Spanish forces in 


Cuba must subsist on surplus stores 
and the products of the wonderously 
fertile soil of the island. It will be no 
longer possible for them to 
secure 


stores or provisions by way of so- 
called blockade runners which operat- 
ed outside of the blockade limitations. 
Blanco will be thrown entirely upon 
the resources of the island. 


How long he can hold out with noth- 


ing to eat except what he now has on 
hand and what he can get from the 
toil, of fruits and vegetables, it is im- 
possible to conjecture. That he can 
feed and provision his troops for some 
time to come is likely, but in the mean- 
time the inhabitants must live. The 
prospect is fair that within a month 
the gaiety of Havana will be converted 
Into gloom and despair.

Season Severe on Children In the Slums.

A day like last Sunday Is a good thine 


to break the monotony of an otherwise 
cold spring and summer. 
It taught 


people that there Is still power in tha 
san's rays, and showed the looker-on 
how many people there are who are not 
prepared to live in comfort on a hot 
day. Tt is no wonder people left the city 
by thousands on such a sweltering day, 
for Boston was the warmest place In 
New England. The mercury began work 
early, and after giving a good Indica- 
tion of^ts intentions for the day by, 
recording a temperature of 85 before 
people werfi fairly up and dressed, it 
kept climbing steadily up until at 3 
o'clock !t stood at 90, the highest point 
reached. 
With the breeze that k«pt 


blowing all day, this temperature was 
not sufficient to cause many heat pros- 
trations, and none came under the no- 
tice of the police during Sunday; yet 
It was enough to drive men, women and 
children to the water. About 75,000 of 
them went to Revere Beach durlg the 
«ay and evening; 40,000 went to Nan- 
tasket, and the hotels and restaurant* 
had business enough In the feeding at 
the multitude to satisfy even the most 
exacting proprietors. 


Hundreds went to both resorts on bi- 


cycles, and at Revere beach bath- 
house the total number of bathers was 
within 400 of the .total for the busiest 
day in all last summer. Three thousand 
eight hundred and twenty-nine patron- 
ized the bathhouse, 623 being women, 
and during the entire afternoon there 
were great long lines of men waiting ' 
for a chance to get * suit and take a ' 
plunge In the- briny. In the city proper } 
the greatest gatherings were at City 
Point, the North End park and on the , 
common, but every-public bathhouse 
was crowded to the limit. Many who 
wanted to patronize the baths could 
not get the chance.

Early Representative Situ- 


ation Takes a New 


Turn. 


GOL, RICHARDSON WITHDRAWS 


Rumor to That Effect Confirmed By 


Him This Morning. 
Many 


Candidates Already 


In the Field. 


In conversation with a Transcript 


representative this morning, Col. F. S. 
Richardson 
confirmed 
the 
rumor 


which had found its way from the 
state house to this office, to the effect 
that he will not be a candidate for re- 
election to the legislature this fall. The 
reason is that his buslnbss and other 
matters, including military duties, to 
which he is obliged to attend, make it 
a physical impossibility for him to do 
justice to the office, to his other re- 
sponsibilities and to himself. 


His decision not to enter the lists 


again this fall was reached early in 
April and made known to many of his 
friends at the state house, who, how- 
ever, said little about 'it hoping as they 
did that circumstances might arise 
which would induce him to change 
his plans and to accept another term, 
which he would have undoubtedly been 
asked to do had he not founa it im- 
perative, for the reasons above stated, 
to withdraw from active politics at 
this time. 


This anouncement will be received 


with regret by his personal and po- 
litical friends who have looked forward 
with confidence to his renomination 
and re-election, to which, according to 
an unwritten law, he is clearly entit- 
led. 


Colonel Richardson considers it a 
great honor to represent the first 
Berkshire district in the legislature 
and fully appreciates the confidence 
of the voters as expressed in the hand- 
some majority he received last fall. 
His retirement from the field would 
have been announced to the public 
earlier had he deemed it necessary. 
He did not consider that the matter 
would be of public interest at the pres- 
ent time until the early political talk 
began, but isnowwillingthatallshould 
know his position, that those active 
in politics may be free from all un- 
certainty and embarrassment so far as 
he is concerned. 


Effect On the Field- 


The withdrawal of Col. Richardson 


was entirely unexpected by the can- 
didates who have 
announced them- 


selves or been announced by their 
friends. It will result in a still \varm- 
er fight for the nomination ,some of 
the supposed candidates not having 
cared to enter a hot contest against 
the colonel. There are now a lar^e

while new candidates may be expect^ 
to appear on account of it. 


The candidates most prominently 


mentioned are R. B. Harvie, J. M. 
Canedy, C. A. Card, A. M. Robinson, 
M. E. Couch. P. F. Dowlin, and James 
H. Merrill. The latter is new in the 
field, his friends having talked his 
name only within the last few days. 
On the democratic side F. J. Crowley 
is in the field. 


The principal change in the situa-

REVENUE STAMPS STILL SCARCE, 


Business Done Without Them. Adams 


National Bank May Be 


Authorized Agent 


The scarcity of revenue stamps in 


thta city continues and today moat of 
the business which requires them is 
being done on an extemporized credit 
system. The Berkshire National bank 
received a small stock this morning, 
but the Adams failed to receive any 
more and the small supply of yester- 
day was exhausted early in the day. 
Checks were therefore simply recorded 
at the bank, It being impossible to 
hinder the business and as soon as the 
stamps arrive they will be cancelled. 


Other kinds of stamps were equally 


scaroe. The proprietary stamps for 
the drug stores were lacking in most 
places. John A. Rice returned from 
Boston, Friday night, after several 
days of interviewing Collector Gill and 
as a result secured this morning a few 
stamps for himself ami the Wilson 
house drug store. 
Other druggists 


have written aplications, but have not 
received them. They are keeping rec- 
ord of their sales and will cancel the 
stamps when they arive. 
There are no one-cent stamps for 


telegraph taxes in the city, and mess- 
ages are being credited in the same 
way, each sender paying a cent for 
his dispatch, and the stamps will be 
cancelled when they are received. 


Collector Gill has written to th% Ad- 


ams National bank to make arftnge- 
ment to have it act as the authorized 
distributing agency for this city, but 
in the absence of President Wilkinson 
no definite arangemnt has been made 
yet.
